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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the preliminary remarks, applicants 
request for the English translation of the entire foreign references used in the rejection based on the incomplete quotation of the MPEP 
section 706.02 II, particularly with the statement starting "In limited circumstance..." Had applicants complete the text quotation from the 
statement under MPEP sec. 706.02 II, applicants would have seen that the final Office Action is proper based on MPEP section 706.07 
(a), since there was no new ground of rejection introduced. Furthermore, under MPEP 706.02 II, full text translation of the foreign 
documents "may" be supplied and the term "may" does not mean "must" or "shall" for the examiner to supply the translated documents. 
Lastly, the examiner relies in the rejection based on the facts in the English translated abstract only and no additional facts contains in 
the underlying foreign documents.
